cargo of 7,000 cases at Mariner’s Har- 
bor, Staten Island. The Sebastopol, a 
British trawler of about two-thirds the 
size, had been captured 24 hours earlier 
with her cargo and crew of 17. 

The patrolman, F. Dauria, after not- 
ing . unaccountable activity at the 
Downing shipyard wharf, called for re- 
inforcements. Two score reserves sur- 
rounded the wharf from land, hemming 
in 46 men with seven trucks and three 
automobiles, and frustrated a desperate 
attempt of the freighter to escape to 
sea with her cargo and 26 men, by a 
timely warning to the Coast Guard. 


Single-Handed Capture. 


As the police surrounded the wharf, 
the Ansonia cut her hawsers and 
dashed under full steam into the nar- 
row Kill Von Kull. Striking two sand 
barges and shearing one in two, her 
mad flight ended abruptly as she struck 
a sand bar. Boatswain George A. Lomax, 
in charge of a Coast Guard launch, “vas 
on the vessel’s heels. He seized a rope 
and scrambled aboard the freighter be- 
fore his crew could make the launch 
fast alongside. He cowed the freight- 
er’s crew with his pistol, keeping them 
covered until a police launch brought 
reinforcements. The steamer was 
hauled from the bar without difficulty.

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GIRL AVIATOR CRASHES

Boston, Aug. 12 (A.P.).—Public atten- 
tion, which for a week has been direct- 
ed largely toward the attorneys active 
in behalf of Nicola Sacco and Bartolo- 
meo Vanzetti, today turned to the men 
themselves during the lull in the courts 
and occupied ‘itself with their health 
and spirits and their limited doings in 
their cells in State prison. 

Sacco himself set at rest rumors of 
his collapse by writing in his cell and 
walking and standing while in conver- 
sation with the prison physician, Dr. 
Joseph McLaughlin. He maintained 
his hunger strike, however, through its 
twenty-seventh day. The length of his 
fast has brought real concern to his 
wife, although prison officials today 
said that they had not yet begun con- 
sideration of forcible feeding. 

Vanzetti broke his fast, already sev- 
eral times interrupted since both pris- 
oners first refused food, by accepting 
during the day liquid foods recom- 
mended by Dr. McLaughlin as best suit- 
ed to a stomach unaccustomed to nour- 
ishment. As a result he suffered none 
of the discomfort experienced when he 
broke a fast once before by eating solids. 
Vanzetti appeared highly pleased when 
informed that his sister was sailing for 
Boston tomorrow to see him. 

Dr. McLaughlin on his morning visit 
found Vanzetti asleep and Sacco writ- 
ing. Sacco rose and came to the door 
of the cell, where he remainec in con- 
versation with the physician for five 
minutes. He said Sacco stood without 
appareht effort.

N., died while en route to the starting 
point in a smashup off Point Loma, 
San Diego, and yesterday the huge tri- 
plane, Pride of Los Angeles, was 
wrecked in San Francisco Bay, its crew 
of three narrowly escaped drowning.

INPOLITICS WIDENING 
THINKS. GOV, RITCHIE 


More Self-Government Is at 
Hand, He Tells Public 
Affairs Institute. 


FINDS URBANITES FROWN 
ON RURAL INTERFERENCE 


National Legislation Must 
Help Farmer, Says Dr. 
John Lee Coulter. 


Charlottesville, Va., Aug. 12 (A.P.). 
A strong drift towards a larger and 
larger measure of self-government and 
self-determination for the American 
city in the next few years was fore- 
cast today by Gov. Albert C. Ritchie, 
of Maryland, speaking yesterday before 
the Institute of Public Affairs at the 
University of Virginfa. The various 
home rule movements and a liberalizing 
tendency in legal decisions, such, for 
instance, as the marked progress in 
zoning powers, are already working 
that way, he said. 

Pointing out that the most vital 

phase of contempory American history 
is the amazing growth of the cities, 
which now embrace almost 60 per cent 
of the population, Gov. Ritchie de- 
clared that the city is now more than 
a mere corporate creature of the legis- 
lature of the State. 
- “My proposition is,” he said, “that 
the major political problems of the 
future revolve around the cities and 
urban life, and that the cities must 
be heard and perhaps must lead in 
solving them. Soon, I believe we will 
conceive of our cities not merely as 
corporate entities with hard and fast 
charters and by-laws emanating from 
without, but as political entities with 
the right to exercise such rights with- 
out external conflict. 


Resent Rural Interference. 


“And, indeed, in respect to the ever- 
broadening influence which» the city is 
having upon American politics, I be- 
lieve that not only the future of mu- 
nicipal government but the future of 
American democracy as well involves 
enlarging the political self-governing 
powers of our cities. If this sounds a 
bit revolutionary, I answer that an 
urban democracy will not be politically 
sterile and indifferent as it is now in 
too many cities.” 

Gov. Ritchie said that fascism, so- 
vietism and syndicalism are city bred 
and born o- city conditions, illustrat- 
ing that the problems of democracy in 
a city are unique and peculiar to urban 
life. He pointed out that the urbanites 
and ruralities are becoming class con- 
scious; that the people of the cities are 
becoming resentful and rebellious at 
rural interference, and that the conflict 
goes deeper than is generally realized 
and has obvious dangers. 

“It probably explains in part that sort 
of social antagonism and bitterness 
that manifests itself in such movements 
as the Ku Klux Klan or Volsteadism, or 
fundamentalism, and that underlies the 
various phases of such religious and 
racial conflicts and intollerances as un- 
happily still exist.” 


Asks Relief for Farmer. 


In outlining the position of the 
farmer in American life as a basis for a 
round-table discussion at the institute 
here this morning, President John Lee 
Coulter, of North Dakota A. and M., 
pointed out the necessity of ational 
legislation as the only respite for exist- 
ing evil conditions. 

“All farm leaders will agree that the 
farmers have for years been operating 
at a disadvantage compared with the 
industrial, financial, labor ar other 
groups in the country,” Dr. Coulter 
said. “As a matter of wise public pol- 
icy agriculture must be preserved as an 
important branch of our American life 
and national legislation, if not the most 
important step, is at least a very essen- 
tial part of any program.” 

As a beginning a Federal marketing 
board is needed, Dr. Coulter believes. 
He reviewed the mistakes that have 
been made in the past and said that 
the gravest error was the inability of 
leaders to realize that the consumer as 
well as the producer must be repre- 
sented on such a board. 


Cites Wide Fluctuations. 


While stabilization is the watchcry 
of the day, Dr. Coulter observed that 
100 per cent fluctuations were common 
in all farm products. 

When the Federal marketing board is 
organized it should regionalize the 
country, as did the Federal Reserve 
Bank and the Federal Farm Loan Boards, 
he said. 

“Should the Federal marketing board 
permit chartered marketing associa- 
tions or organizations to sell the prod- 
uct of the American farms in other 
countries at a price lower than the cost 
of production? This is a very grave 
question and must be determined by 
the representatives of the American 
people in Congress,” Dr. Coulter de- 
clared. “Should this be warranted, it 
would be necessary to require all mar- 
keting corporations engaged in inter- 
state or foreign commerce to secure 
charters for the marketing board and 
to collect a commission from all such 
corporations based upon volume of 
business done from which to reim- 
burse those who were permitted to sell 
to foreign shores at a loss.”

Baltimore, Md., Aug. 12 (A.P.).—The 
United States Department of Justice 
will investigate the management of all 
Maryland jails which convicted 
bootleggers are quartered, Amos W. W. 
Woodcock, Federal district attorney, 
declared today following a conference 


in Washington with W. T. Hammock, 
acting superintendent of Federal pris- 
ons. 

Mr. Woodcock requested the investi- 
gation after disclosures that convicted 
bootleggers at the Denton, Md., jail 
were permitted to fish, play cards and 
lounge about in the shade of trees. 
Such bootleggers’ paradises must go, 
the attorney said, and bootleggers must 
serve their sentences as other prison- 
ers. Wardens and sheriffs, found guilty 
of allowing Federal prisoners too much 
liberty, he said, are subject to con- 
tempt of court charges. 

Sheriff William F. Jackson, at Den- 
ton, said the situation at his jail was 
known to a Federal prison inspector. 
The jail yard has no walls, he said, and, 
located on the banks of a river, the 
prisoners could fish without leaving 
the premises, or play cards on the 
lawn. He said they were always under 
guard. 

Convicted Volstead law violators are 
boarded by the Government in various 
State jails because the Baltimore City 
Jail refused to accept them on the 
rate of 60 cents a day for each pris- 
oner. State regulations do not require 
a Federal prisoner to work in a State 
prison unless he wants to and is paid.

TALIAFERRO GOES DOWN 
POTOMAC TO EXERCISES 


Addresses 600 Civilians, Who 
Will Be at the Camp 
for 30 Days. 


Civilians of three States yesterday 
stood on the historic parade grounds 
of Fort Washington, Md., with the 
delegation of citizen trainees from the 
District of Columbia and pledged in 
unison an oath of allegiance to their 
country. 

The event Marked the opening of the 
second Citizens Military Training Camp 
at the fort this summer and gave the 
600 youths enrolled from Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Virginia and Washington a 
foresight of the rigorous 30-day train- 
ing period before them.

“You have promised to give your 
time and energy one month in return 
for food and clothing and a liberal 
education in how to be a man and a 
citizen,” he said. “In my opinion that 
is a fair and equitable contract.” 
Commissioner Taliaferro invited the 
students to visit him at the District 
Buliding when they come to Washing- 
ton next week on a sightseeing! visit. 


Parker Gives Addresses. 


Brig. Gen. Frank Parker, an assistant 
chief of staff in the War Department, 
in his address to the civilian trainees, 
pictured the Army in the role of peace- 
maker. 

“The Army doesn’t train men to be 
fighters,” he said, “but to be men first 
and then soldiers. If any one should 
tell you that the wearing of a uniform 
is an indication of a warlike spirit and 
that it breeds strife, then you may 
answer by saying that the Army of the 
United States never started a war, but 
on the contrary always was rushed in 
to stop it.” 

Gen. Parker told the students that 
despite all efforts for peace they might 
reasonably expect to serve some day in 
defense of their country.

MASONIC MEMORIAL 
NEARING COMPLETION 


Alexandria Temple Roof Slab 
to Be Poured on 
August 22. 


The work of pouring the cement 
for the slab which will form the roof 
of the central portion of the George 
Washington Masonic National Memorial 
Temple, now being erected on Shooters 
Hill at a cost of $4,000,000, will be start- 
ed August 22, and when completed this 
will constitute the greatest single slab 


of roofing concrete in the world. 

The roof proper is supported by four 
gigantic beams, and the dimensions of 
the roofing slab over all are 74 feet 
8 inches wide by 110 feet long. It will 
rest on the four beams which are 72 
feet long by 14 feet 6 inches deep, 
varying in thickness from 1 to 5 feet, 
each girder containing. 74 tons of 
steel reinforcing rods. The total weight 
of the girders is 98 tons. The span of 
the beams is broken by eight columns 
of granite 40 feet high, each of which 
weighs 68 tons. The concrete pliers 
on each corner are 9 feet square, and 
the spandral beams that rest upon 
these piers are 6 feet 4 inches at the 
bottom, 9 feet at the top and 24 feet 
deep. 

Beginning Monday morning, August 
22, the first pouring of concrete will 
last for 20 hours, with a period of rest; 
the next pouring will last 24 hours and

A. Edison today, the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of his invention of sound repro- 
duction. 


The anniversary was celebrated on 
the lawn of the Edison home at 
Llewellyn Park, where were gathered | 
friends and employes of Mr. Edison, 

A radio audience heard the electrical | 
wizard repeat the nursery rhyme which 
in 1877 was recorded by him on the 
first phonograprh cylinder. 

“Mary had a little lamb, its fleece 
was white as snow,” he spoke in his 
high pitched voice, smiling as if he 
seemed eager to please his unseen 
audience. The inventor appeared to 
enjoy the experience, although he said 
later he did not “like speaking over the 
radio.” 

It was the second time in his life that 
Edison spoke through a microphone and 
was by far his longest speech. At an 
electrical workers’ convention in At- 
lantic City last year he said “Good 
night” in response to requests for a 
radio speech. 

Gov. A. Harry Moore, of New Jersey, 
presented the wizard with a bound 
volume of letters from the 48 governors 
of the United States and from rulers 
in Europe, eulogizing the service of the 
“greatest of inventors” to humanity, 
and sending personal greetings, France, 
Australia, Belgium, Czechoslovakia and 
Ireland were represented. Charles A. 
Edison accepted the volume on behalf 
of his father. 

Fifty yellow roses, from Edison em- 
ployes throughout the United States 
and Canada, were handed to the aged 
inventor by Miss Betty Atwell, of Bos- 
ton. 

Now in his eightieth year, Mr. Edi- 
son took great interest in the program, 
following the events from typewritten 
pleces of paper. He was dressed in his 
usual blue serge and ae yellowed 
Panama hat drawn down over the eyes. 
One shoe-lace dangled untied, through- 
out the morning.

Belief is expressed in some 
quarters that Mr. Johnson, prospective 
successor to Mr. Cosgrave, will en- 
deavor to conciliate the business com- 
munity by appointing one of more 
business men who are not members 
of the Dail to cabinet posts. 

Mrs. Tom Clarke, whose husband 
was executed in the Easter rebellion 
fo 1916, was a conspicuous addition to 
the opposition forces in the Dail today. 
Mrs. Clarke once was known as one of 
the “Black Widows” of the rebellion, 
but today~she appeared in bright 
clothes and sat in the center of the 
De Valera group. 

Eamon de Valera sat on.the front 
opposition bench together with his 
chief lieutenants. One of them, Sean 
O’Kelley, took part in the technical 
discussion of the currency bill. He 
spoke only in the Irish language and 
was answered by the finance minister 
in the same tongue. 


Is Successful Leader. 


Belfast, Ireland, Aug. 12 (A.P.).— 
Tom Johnson, parliamentary labor 
leader in the Dail Eireann, mentioned 
as possible successor to the post of 
president of the Free State executive 
council, is an advocate of an Irish re- 
public. 

“I believe that to be the best form 
of government,” he told a Dublin 
County meeting last May, “but I am 
not going to refuse to help the people 
with the instrument at hand (the 
Anglo-Irish treaty), because that in- 
strument is not to my liking.” 

Mr. Johnson was born in Liverpool, 
of Irish parents, in 1872. While still 
in his teens, the doctors told him he 
had only six months to live. As a last 
hope he gave up his position in an 


office and came to Ireland to represent | 


his firm with a fishing fleet. There he 
regained his health, and now, at 55, he 
is sturdy of build and rudd¥ of com- 
plexion. 

In Dublin he achieved much greater 
success, and showed skill in keeping the 
Labor party separate from the Sinn 
Fein during the days of armed strike. 
He has been labor leader in the Dail 
Eireann since the signing of the Anglo- 
Irish treaty setting up the Free State.

Former Finance Minister Says 
Berlin Looks to League 
for Compensation. 


BRITON JUSTIFIES U. S. 
ANTISOVIET POSITION 


Asserts England Discovered 
Recognition of Moscow Did 
Not Benefit Trade. 


Williamstown, Mass., Aug. 12 (A.P.). 
The confiscation of Germany’s colonies 
through the Treaty of Versailles is felt 
by Germany to be an injustice which 
she looks to the League of Nations to 
rectify, Dr. Peter P. Reinhold, minister 
of finance in former Chancellor 
Luther’s cabinet, told the Institute of 
Politics at a general conference today. 
The return of two or three colonies 


to Germany by the league would satisfy 
his country, Dr. Reinhold said. 

Sir Arthur Willert, head of the news 
department of the British foreign of- 
fice, speaking on the recent Anglo- 
Russian diplomatic break, declared the 
break had justified the United States 
policy of nonrecognition. 

“We recognized Russia in hope of im- 
proving our trade,” he added. ‘“Recog- 
nition, however, did not bring any im- 
provement in trade relationships.” He 
asserted that Great Britain had no 
thought, in breaking with Russia, of 
forming a European bloc against her, 
but would, on the contrary, be glad 
to resume diplomatic relations “as soon 
as Russia behaves herself according to 
the standard of the civilized nations.” 
He said England viewed with no fear 
the Russo-German rapprochement, feel- 
ing that Germany will scrupulously 
observe her pledges at Versai'les, Lo- 
carno and in the League of Nations. 


Divided on Debt Question. 


Round-table discussion of the inter- 
national debt settlements before the 
institute brought forth opposition from 
the West and agreement from the East. 

George Winfield Scott, former Colum- 
bia University professor of international 
law, contended that the levies had been 
laid on a sound legal basis of capacity 
to pay, while Henry A. Wallace, of Des 
Moines, son of a former Secretary of 
Agriculture, asserted that the debt bur- 
den eventually resolved upon the Amer- 
ican farmer through reduction of Eu- 
ropean buying power. 

Felix Morley, of the editorial staff of 
the Baltimore Sun, in his address criti- 
cized American ignorance of Oriental 
history, politics and philosophy as a 
cause of Chinese hostility toward Amer- 
icans. 


U. S. Rights in Mexico. 


American nationals in complying with 
Mexican property laws as evolved under 
the “Calvo principle” do not neces- 
sarily renounce diplomatic protection 
by the United States, said Prof. W. R. 
Shepherd, of Columbia University, at 
the round-table discussion. Recourse 
may be taken to international law 
which protects citizens abroad, he said. 

Another phase of the Mexican prob- 
lem discussed by Prof. Shepherd was 
the apparently retroactive effect that 
he declared Mexico’s alien land law will 
have. This statute he termed retro- 
active “if not also confiscatory in spirit 
and tenor.” 


Saenz Attacks Church. 


A religious revival and a more demo- 
cratic Catholic Church in Mexico may 
arise from the present ecclesiastical 
crisis in that country, Prof. Moises 
Saenz, under secretary of public edu- 
cation in Mexico, said tonight at the 
institute of politics. 

“Protestantism, as a church that may 
replace the Catholic Church in Mexico,” 
Prof Saenz said, “has no future, but as 
a religious movement that may deeply 
affect the thought of the nation, it 
may have a mission, provided an effort 
is made to broaden its own conception 
of Christianity and to make it con- 
form to the genius of the people of 
Mexico. As a concurrent institution 
it may serve as a leaven to stimulate 
the Catholic Church in the reform that 
may make her a more worthy and up- 
lifting agency in ,Mexico than she has 
been up to now.’ 

Prof. Saenz said a strorg impetus 
has been given to the entire educa- 
tional program in Mexico. Since 1920 
about 3,000 new schools have been 
built, he claimed, and about one-half 
the children now are going to* school. 
A strong nationalism is arising as a 
result of the newly developed educa- 
tional program, Prof. Saenz asserted.

Review of Coolidge, Harding 
Administrations Issued by 
National Committee. 


HIGH POINTS ARE NOTED 


Economy again will be stressed as a 
leading Republican campaign issue next 
year, it is indicated in an elaborate re- 
view of the record of the Coolidge and 
Harding administrations issued yester- 
day by the Republican National Com- 
mittee. 


Former Senator William M. Butler, 
chairman of the committee, in a fore- 
word to the booklet, says that on this 
record of accomplishment the party ex- 
pects to go “with assurance to the peo- 
ple for a vote of confidence in the next 
national campaign.” 

High points of the record of “six 
years of public economy under Repub- 
lican administration” are summarized 
thus: 

A reduction of $5,799,000,000 in the 
interest-bearing public debt. 

A reduction of $269,000,000 in the an- 
nual “interest charges. 

A reduction of $2,300,000 in the an- 
nual routine expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Three tax-rate reduction measures. 

A surplus every year. 

“This has been accomplished,” says 
the document, “despite rapidly increas- 
ing legitimate demands on the Govern- 
ment, due both to an increase in the 
volume of work necessary in agencies 
already established and to new agencies 
created to meet changing modern con- 
ditions, such as the development’ of 
commercial aviation, air mail and radio. 

“There has been nothing magic about 
these accomplishments in economy, 
nothing lucky—nothing except a defi- 
nite policy carried on with determina- 
tion and fixity of purpose to reduce 
public *expenditures to the absolute 
minimum, consistent with good public 
service. 

“It has been accomplished only by 
public exhortation, private admonition 
and personal practice upon the part of 
the Chief Executive of the United 
States in the persons of the late Presi- 
dent Harding and President Coolidge, 
their cabinet advisers and the heads of 
the various agencies and bureaus in 
the Various departments.

HN,000 INDIANS REVOLT; 
AAMED WITH SLINESHOTS 


Quell Rising of Natives 
Around Sucre. 


RECALLS CONQUEST DAYS) 


La .Paz, Bolivia, Aug. 12 (A.P.).—_| 
Armed with clubs and slingshots, 80,000 | 
descendants of the ancient Inca Indians | 
are On the warpath in the departments 
of Potosi, Cochabamba and Sucre, slay- 


ing whites, burning farmhouses and 
endeavoring to destroy every vestige of 
the white man’s civilization. 

To cope with the situation, the Boli- 
vian government is hurriedly dispatch- 
ing troops from various concentration 
points and several bloody clashes al- 
ready have occurred. 

The rebels, despite their preponderant 
numbers, are no match for the soldiers, 
who are splendidly trained and equip- 
ped with the most modern war material. 
Consequently it is expected that the 
movement will be stamped out, al- 
though perhaps not before many lives 
have been sacrificed. 

The present warfare recalls the time 
of the Spanish conquest, when Fran- 
cisco Pizarro, with a handful of intrepid 
followers, imprisoned and later slew the 
great Inca chief Atahualpha and 
brought the Inca empire under sub- 
jection. 

Due to the oppression after the 
Spanish invasion, the Inca tribes were 
reduced to the status of perhaps the 
humblest people on earth, and today 
their descendants live in a wretched 
state. 

Approximately 70 per cent of Bolivia’s 
population is made up of these Indians, 
a large part of whom devote their lives 
to serving the remaining 30 per cent. 

The sudden return of the fighting 
spirit to the Indians is believed to be 
due to dissatisfaction over the division 
of land, coupled with instigation ‘on 
the part of agitators. 

The Indians have taken to the war- 
path garbed in quaint red blankets, 
peculiar cloth ear coverings and funny 
little hats cocked atop the forepart of 
their heads. The,women, with babies 
carried on their backs by means of 
blankets slung about the neck, follow 
the warriors on their rampage. 

The movement has extended to the 
region about the city of Sucre, which 
is still nominally the capital of the 
republic, although the government de- 
partments function at La Paz. 


WILBUR DEFENDS U. S. 
IN NICARAGUAN POLICY 


Secretary Tells Realtors Ma- 
rines Were Sent Only to 


Protect Americans. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 12 (A.P.).—A de- 
fense of American intervention in 
Nicaragua was voiced today by ‘Secre- 
tary of the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur, in a 
brief address before the convention of 


the National Association of Real Estate 
Boards. 

“The force of Marines in Nicaragua 
was sent there at the urgent request 
of the recognized Nicaraguan govern- 
ment,” Mr. Wilbur said. “It went with 
only one purpose, that of safeguarding 
American lives and property. .The 
Nicaraguan government has expressed 
its inability to afford such protection. 

“The American flag flying in Nicara- 
gua today is a symbol of peace and se- 
curity,” the Secretary asserted. “The 
last American Marine was withdrawn 
from Nicaragua two years ago, and the 
transport had hardly reached its port 
in the United States before trouble 
broke out again.” 

A. W. Swayne, Chicago, addressing 
the convention, said the cooperative 
apartment ~wner may be exempted un- 
der the income tax laws at the next 
session of Congress, the same as the 
owner of a house.

Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 12 (A.P.).— 
Four new investigations into hooded 
floggings have been started in central 
Alabama by county and Federal offi- 
cers as a result of whipping of thirteen 
persons within the last few weeks. 

Nine of the victims of the masked 
mobs were residents of Talladega Coun- 
ty. P. H. Debardeleben, a druggist, 
was ordered to sell his business and 
leave the county. Clawson Wyatt, M. 
C. Mathis and W. P. Germany, farm- 
ers, could give no reason for being 
whipped. Officials said W. B. Price, 
high school principal, had been flog- 
ged supposedly because he punished 
three small girls in his classes. Then 
Purvis, W. V. Malone, J. V. Jones and 
@ negro were the other victims. 

Fred Inman, of Randolph County, 
who was flogged last spring, “because 
he refused to permit his wife to visit 
her relatives, has since died of 
typhoid fever, county officials said.

Clair County refused to divulge infar- — 
mation regarding the case. The men 
were said to have been taken from the 
Margaret mines, strung up by their” 
wrists and severely beaten by masked 
men.

PREVENTING PELLAGRA. 


“When the Pubiic Health Service began in- 
vestigations about twelve years ago,” says 
Surgeon General Cumming, “pellagra was gen- 
erally regarded, even by the well-informed, as 
due elther to a germ and, therefore, contagious, 


or to the use of too much corn products in 
the diet.” 

Not willing to accept the theory, the 
Surgeon General assigned Dr. Goldberger to 
ascertain the cause of and, if possible, a 
remedy for the disease which has+threatened 
to. assume serious proportions in the re- 
cently flooded districts of the Mississippi 
Valley. Dr. Goldberger has satisfied the medi- 
cal profession that the disease is always caused 
by a faulty diet, and that the remedy is to be 
had in the addition of fresh milk, eggs and 
meat to the usual menu of “hog and hominy.” 
Where it is difficult to obtain such additions 
the deficiency can be supplied by substituting 
canned beef and canned fish. Even fresh and 
dried yeast has been found of great value. 

On the basis of the groundwork covered by 
Dr. Goldberger’s researches the Public Health 
Service suggests to health authorities, and es- 
pecially those in the recently flooded area, a 
dietary program for the prevention of pellagra. 
Without the result of the researches of the 
service the health authorities would be groping 
helplessly, ‘‘whereas they are now able to 
formulate a plan of procedure that is certain 
to be of value in preserving the health of the 
people.” “Quite aside from the saving of life 
and the alleviation of suffering,’’ says Gen. 
Cumming, “there will be a saving in money 
that can not be estimated, but which will 
certainly run into many millions of dollars.” 


FUTILE FIGURING. 


The season of permutations and combina- 
tions in politics is at hand. There are only 531 
electoral votes, but the ways of combining the 
units provided by the 48 States are manifold. 
Few totals are in agreement. Each partisan 
has his own list of certain, doubtful and adverse 
States, and nothing will convince him that he 
is wrong. There is a powerful fascination 
about such compilations. Politiclans have 
been known to sit for hours with a paper and 
pencil proving to their own satisfaction all of 
the unknown equations that are never settled 
until election day. 

The possibilities when the same system is 
applied to convention delegates are even 
greater. The Republicans in 1924 seated 1,109 
delegates, and the Democrats had 1,098 votes 
represented at their gathering. The chances 
for speculation and error are, therefore, just 
twice as great in considering presidential can- 
didates as in guessing which nominee will be 
the next occupant of the White House. Per- 
sonal ambitions being more divided and in- 
tense, the “figuring” that precedes a conven- 
tion is more active and varied than that of 
the days prior to the election. No candidate 
ever underestimates his strength. The total 
of the rival and conflicting claims would make 
the seating of the necessary number of del- 
egates under one roof impossible. 

Evidence of the progress which the Lowden 
and Smith booms have made in this statisti- 
cal contest may be gained from the number 
of conventton strength estimates already made. 
The various State delegations have already 
been classified definitely on many occasions and 
in many ways in behalf of the chief executive 
of New York. Lowden estimates are only in 
E _ their beginning. It is only natural, then, to 
_ find that the latter are more modest than those 
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no necessity for the Democrats to assemble, if 
the paper-and-pencil claims of Tammany were 
accepted even in part, The futility of opposing 
Lowden will be similiarly demonstrated, no 
doubt, by the time his supporters have had 
a little more time and practice, Except for 
the fact that it demonstrates the fallibility of 
mathematicians and mathematics, the practice 
does no great harm. Moreover, it provides 
many of those on the outer fringe of politics 
with an excuse for existénce. 


DEPORT ALL SMUGGLED ALIENS. 


The coming Congress will be concerned with 
the question of immigration laws. Even with- 
out the radical outbreaks that have marked 
the Sacco-Vanzetti case, the issue was a live 
one. There has been considerable legislative 
disagreement on the subject. Revision of 
quotas one way or the other has been advanced 
and debated. There is testimony to prove that 
the existing laws and machinery do not serve 
to accomplish their purpose. The agencies of 


the Government are kept busy guarding 
against the smuggling of aliens, and deporting 
those who have unlawfully passed through 
the boundaries. 

Secretary Davis announced this week that 
he would ask the assistance of American em- 
ployers'in a check-up of aliens unlawfully in 
the United States. The National Industrial 
Council, with a membership of 75,000 em- 
ployers, has promised its cooperation. The 
absence of naturalization papers can be easily 
established at the sources of employment. 
Radical affiliations may be learned. The pro- 
posal is a splendid example of what. coopera- 
tion between the Government and the public 
may accomplish. But it is a question whether 
such a system will prove adequate to cure the 
present situation. Can voluntary cooperation 
be substituted for direct Government action 
to meet direct action in the form of violence? 

The Department of Labor considered at one 
time asking congressional authority for the 
registration of all aliens. Secretary Davis 
indicated in his most recent statement that 
he would not press such a proposal before the 
Seventieth Congress. A similar practice has 
long been in vogue in all of the major Euro- 
pean countries. Aliens are forced to register 
with the police after a very limited period of 
time. Changes of address must be noted. The 
police are able at all moments to establish the 
whereabouts and activity of any individual. 
Length of residence is legally established. 
Failure to comply with the provisions of such 
laws is swiftly and adequately punished. 

The enactment of similar legislation for 
the United States would serve as a useful ad- 
junct to the existing immigration laws. Fed- 
eral and municipal law enforcement authorities 
would be charged with its enforcement. A 
custom so universally observed could not draw 
objections from other nations if inaugurated 
here. It would classify all aliens beyond dis- 
pute and substitute exact facts for the guess- 
work that now characterizes the: work of im- 
migration and law enforcement officials. 

The next Congress, meeting on the morrow 
of the outbreaks now taking place, ought to 
realize the necessity for such machinery. There 
can be no denial that aliens, whose presence 
here is questionable, have played a large part 
in the demonstrations against law and order. 
The Department of Labor and the adminis- 
tration should recognize this fact and press 
for action so essentially needed to rid the 
cofintry of aliens who committed crime in 
sneaking into the country. 
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PHILADELPHIA'S COSTLY EXPERIENCE. 

Philadelphia has at last come to the conclu- 
sion that expositions no longer meet with pub- 
lic favor. The experience that supports that 
conclusion was a costly one to the city. The 
municipal authorities appropriated $5,000,000 
to pay some of the debts of the Sesquicenten- 
nial, They are now intent upon salvaging what 
little they can from the buildings. The value 
of such assets has been well established by the 
work of the auctioneer. The representative 3f 
the exposition directors had difficulty in giving 
away some Of the objects. 

The auditorium, which is said to have cost 
$500,000 to construct, was sold once for 
$4,800, later withdrawn, and resold for 
$10,000. High street, the replica of Philadel- 
phia in Revolutionary days, fetched $1,800. 
The concert organ, built especially for the expo- 
sition at a cost of $200,000, and said to be 
the fourth largest in the world, was disposed 
of privately for $25,000. All of the physical 
property remaining on the grounds, which cost 
millions to erect, will bring an estimated total 
of $234,000. 

The presumption is that the costly lesson 
that Philadelphia has learned will now be 
brought home to the rest of the Nation. Only 
two or three of the many expositions that fol- 
lowed the World’s Fair in Chicago in 1893 
have been profitable ventures. In the majority 
of instances the promoters have had to assume 
heavy obligations. The losses of the Sesqui- 
centennial are the heaviest so far incurred. 
The greater part of the burden must be borne 
by the taxpayers of the city. Money for needed 
improvements has been diverted to pay the 
debts of the exposition. It will bea great many 
years before that city will be able to forget 
the Sesquicentennial. 
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THE FLIGHT TO HAWAII. 


Postponement of the air race to Hawaii for 
the Dole prize was dictated by common pru- 
dence. The three accidents, two of them fatal, 
suffered by prospective contestants, demon- 
strated the lack of preparation on the part 
of pilots and machines. Time is now available 
for thorough inspection of the airplanes and 
the capabilities of those who intend to make 


the flight. Entrants who are unable to méas- 
ure up to rigid standards should not be per- 
mitted to take off from the Pacific. Coast. » 
The spirit in which some of the participants 
contemplate the journey is a tribute only to 
their fgolhardiness. Navigation by dead reck- 


oning is all that some of the aviators expected. 


to depend upon. The islands for which they 
are aiming are only a minute speck in the 
solitude of water over which they will fly. An 
error of a single point in direction would 


carry them far enough off their course to bring 


disaster. The matter of navigation is by far 
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the most important element in the Reepmang 
flight. 

Nor can the competitors say that it is their 
own affair if they choose to risk their lives in 
such a venture. Vessels in the Pacific at the 
time and the Hawaiian authorities will be in 
duty bound to render such assistance as they 
can to any of the fillers who may come to 
grief, The-call of distress broadcast by Smith, 
when he feared his plane would be forced 
down, resulted in a general response and the 
loss of both time and money. In the present 
instance some of the fliers may fall in the 
ocean at widely separated points. The task 
of rescuing the unfortunates, even if success- 
ful, will fall upon agencies that have no in- 
terest in the flight. It is only fair to them and 
to the contestants that only those machines 
with better than an even chance of success 
should be allowed to start. 


A SURVEY OF BEAUTY. 


This time it is not one of the Federal de- 
partments that has established a “bureau of 
commereial research,’”’ but a private organiza- 
tion which has started out to accumulate all 
possible information upon the important sub- 
ject of adorned beauty of the ladies of the land. 

Letter carriers noticed this week that the 
weight of their mail sacks have been materi- 
ally increased by the receipt from New York 


of thousands of envelopes bearing the card of 
the “‘Bureau of Commercial Research.” Re- 
cipients of the envelopes find inclosed a ques- 
tionnaire, which when filled out and returned 
to the senders will enable that useful society to 
enlighten the world upon the subject of the 
beauty of American women, especially as to 
their eyelashes. 

The bureau asks each of its correspondents: 
“Do you use a preparation of any kind on your 
eyelashes?’’ and, if so, it is desired to know 
whether the preference is for cake, liquid or 
cream, and why do you like the one and dislike 
the other two? Also, it is desirable to report 
the shade of rouge preferred, if any, ‘‘dark 
orange, light orange, rose or evening?” 

Having propounded these rather personal 
questions, the bureau desires information as 
to whether the lady who thus reveals the inner 
secrets of her toilet is a ‘‘housewife, a busi- 
ness or professional woman, or if neither, 
what?” 

It is to be regretted that this idea was not 
born in the mind of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, the Tariff Commission, the Bureau of 
Efficiency, or one of the other ‘independent 
bureaus,’ thereby assuring the free country- 
wide distribution of the result of the survey. 


WHAT BECOMES OF THE GRAPES? 


As a general proposition, the crop reports of 
the Department of Agriculture attract very 
little attention from the public at large, how- 
ever interesting they may prove to farmers and 
dealers in the particular crop concerned. On 
the other hand, the prospects for the grape 


harvest are of general interest to thousands 
who don’t care a rap about the condition of 
cotton, wheat, corn, oats or even rye. 

The news that “this season’s total grape 
crop of some 2,500,000 tons probably will be 
at least 8 per cent heavier than last, year’s 
crop and 20 per cent above the average pro- 
duction of the last five years’’ will be hailed 
with satisfaction throughout the entire country. 

“Recent seasonal shipments of fresh grapes 
have amounted to 75,000 to 80,000 cars,” says 
the fatest grape crop report, and it is added 
that “‘many thousands of tons must be disposed 
of locally by drying ‘or other manufacturing 
process’..” It is that “other manufacturing 
process” which is suggestive. 

Following the enactment of the Volstead law 
grape growers of the Napa Valley and other 
districts of California, where wine grapes were 
cultivated, destroyed thousands of acres of 
vines. But within two years those vineyards 
had been replanted and many additional acres 
had been added. Grapes could be bought in 
New York during the season of 1917 at $10 
to $12 per ton. During the last few years, in 
spite of the fact that the weekly receipts often 
reach a total of 2,500 carloads—ten times the 
amount absorbed by the market in prewar 
days—the prices have ranged between $60 and 
$100 a ton. 

Evidently New Yorkers have developed 
“other manufacturing processes’ in which the 
juicy product of the California vineyards is 
the ‘‘component part of chief value.’’ 


FINANCIAL HEALTH. 


In order to keep constantly advised as to the 
condition of the national banks of the United 
States the Comptroller of the Currency periodi- 
cally requires those institutions to report the 
condition of their funds at the close of business 


on a date specified. No bank is advised in ad- 
vance of this call, but each must be ready to 
respond immediately. This uncertainty as to 
the date when a report will be demanded is 
maintained for the purpose of preventing any 
possible manipulation of accounts. 

The response to the latest demand for a 
showdown by the 7,796 banks under the con- 
trol of the Treasury Department shows total 
resources ‘aggregating $26,581,943,000, which 
exceeds the figures of the corresponding day of 
1926 by $1,266,319,000, from which it is easy 
to understand that the country is prosperous. 

It is not the cash in the vaults that is the 
best business beacon, however. Idle money 
means business stagnation. Banks are pros- 
perous in proportion to the extent of the in- 
terest-bearing loans that can be safely placed, 
so that the thermometer of business can best 
be read by the amount of money usefully em- 
ployed. Of the resources of the banks which 
reported on June 30 more than one-half, or 
$13,955,696,000, represented loans. As in re- 
sources, the loan account shows a heavy in- 
crease as compared with the last day of June, 
1926, when outstanding loans amounted to 
$13,417,674,000, or $538, 022,000 less than 
this year. 

‘The report indicates a thoroughly healthy 
financial condition throughout the entire coun- 
try. The deduction to be drawn is that busi- 
ness is active and will remain so.

STREET CARS COME BACK. 

Electric interurban railways are com- 
ing back, according to the Lebanon Re- 
porter. In recent years they have been 
hard pressed by motor vehicles. Sta- 
tistics show that the private automo- 
bile has given them about four times 
as much competition as the motorbus, 
and the.two combined have made the 
electric railways’ profits vanish and 
their very existence precarious. 

The railways now have got their sec- 
ond wind and are going to fight back, 
not in any mean way, but by giving 
better service and by using the most 
up-to-date sales methods. 

First, they are improving the cars 
themselves, making them better look- 
ing and more comfortable. Next, they 
are advertising extensively and tnter- 
estingly by means of car cards, station 
cards, newspaper publicity, safety meet- 
ings, new uniforms for conductors, and 
so on. They are telling everybody 
whom, they hope it may concern that 
electric transportation is more depend- 
able in all weathers than motor trans- 
portation, that it is safer and cheaper, 
having its own right of way and its 
own well-trained operators. 

It is probably true that the electric 
railways have a real place to fill in the 
modern transportation system. But in 
this competitive world they have to do 
something more than keep their cars 
moving. The public likes to be told all 
about what it gets for its money. THat’s 
the result of the era of superadvertis- 
ing and supersalesmanship of recent 
years. 


SHIP MODELS. 

We are at a loss to explain the 
origin and growth of the ship model’s 
popularity in recent years, says the 
Fort Wayne News-Sentinel. Not only 
in the United States, but in many 
other countries, public fancy has given 
its.approval to these articles as items of 
decorative art for the home and office 
and public buildings. Who started the 
craze—maybe that’s not the _ best 
word—or just how it gained so much 
momentum nobody seems able to say. 
As one novelty after another claims the 
public’s attention, its fancy swings to 
new objectives. And once that fancy 
has favored a particular article, it be- 
comes commercial immediately. — 

Large factories in this and other 
lands are working six days a week turn- 
ing out ship models. Hundreds of 
other models are being made by hand 
every day.. The better models are not 
merely faddish decorations. They are 
useful for instructing both children 
and adults in the equipment and de- 
sign of the sailing vessels, once so nu- 
merous and now so rare in ocean traf- 
fic.

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SCIENCE INVALIDATES LAW. 

The Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court furnishes an interesting case, ob- 
serves the Chicago Post. The Postal 
Telegraph Co. was sued for damages 
alleged to have resulted from the 
placing or use of its poles. Suit was 
brought under an act passed in 1851 
which put on telegraph companies an 
unusual measure of liability for the 
conduct of their business. 

The telegraph was a new thing then 
—barely seven years old. Poles were 
being set up everywhere and lines strung 
in all directions, and lawmakers felt 
the necessity of placing restraint upon 
this innovation, for the dosasesvpigd of 
public interest. 

But the court holds that the law, 
once valid, is now unconstitutional and 
that damages can not be allowed the 
plaintiff. 

Science has invalidated the law. Sci- 
ence did not stop with telegraph poles. 
It followed with poles to carry wires for 
lighting, for telephones, for power. The 
law specifically drafted to apply to tele- 
graph companies became discriminatory 
by the progress of science. The court 
holds it is contrary to the constitutional 
rights of the citizen who erects a pole 
for a telegraph wire to place liabilities 
upon him which are not placed equally 
upon his fellow citizen who erects a 
pole for a telephone or a trolley wire. 

That is an interesting decision which 
Suggests many possibilities. Science 
move§ much faster than law. There 
may be other cases in which it has oc- 
casioned a like change in conditions 
tending to invalidate statutes once 
sound. The field thus opened invites 
speculation. 


A NEW AMERICAN LINER. 


The new passenger and freight 
steamship Dixie, of the Morgan Line, 
was recently launched at the yards of 
the Federal Shipbuilding & Dry Dock 
Co., of Kearny, N. J. The ship will be 
commanded by Capt. Charles P. Max- 
son. 

The Dixie is to be an oil-burning 
steamer and was designed for Atlantic 
coastwise service. She will be 445 feet 
long, of 12,000 tons displacement, with 
a deadweight capacity of 6,900 tons. 
Her passenger-carrying capacity will be 
379 and she will carry a crew of 114 
and be capable of making 16 knots per 
hour. 

The interior of the passenger quar- 
ters will be of American colonial de- 
sign. The public rooms will consist of 
a lounge, library and music room, social 
halls, writing rooms, smoking room, 
cafe and barber shop, and an inclosed 


Several rooms will be arranged en suite 
with sitting room, bedroom, toilet and 
bathroom. The ship will have an in- 
tercommunicating telephone system. 
The promenade deck. will extend all 
around the superstructure and will be 
inclosed at the forward end with slid- 
ing glass windows.

Tax re- 
duction, relief for the farmers and the 
flood sufferers are important and call 
for the exercise of sound statesmanship, 
but ridding the country of anarchists 
is more important than the other three 
combined. Tax reduction, flood relief 
and help for the farmers can wait—in 
fact, can be ignored altogether—with- 
out danger to the country, but not 80 
with the remaining proposition—ex- 
pelling anarchism. 

We are now brought face to face with 
the one great danger to the country, 
to the Government, to the proposition 
that government is necessary for the 
people. The presence of- anarchism in 
the country is not a delusion, not a 
phantasy. The recent disturbances in 
various sections of the country were all 
inspired by enemies of the country. 
The claim to the populace is sympa- 
thy with Sacco and Vanzetti, but that 
is only a pretense. The anarchistic 
leaders are simply taking advantage of 
that. case to foment enmity toward the 
Government. It is a condition which 
demands the mailed hand. Longer in- 
dulgence of these agents of sovietism 
will be criminal. There must be but 
one flag in the United States.

Parking a Danger to Children. 

To the Editor of The Post,—Sir: As 
a father I want to thank you for the 
article in regard to reckless and 
drunken drivers, and their easy escape 
from punishment. I earnestly hope 
your article will have some effect in in- 
fluencing laws that will protect our 
children. The citizen has so little to 
say in the use of the streets and ad- 
ministering of affairs in the District. 

I also have before me a clipping 
headed “Safety of Children,” which de- 
scribes the killing of 8 and maiming of 
231, which is largely accounted for by 
the immunity described in The Post. I 
have hoped and watched long for the 
newspapers to take up this question of 
parked cars along the curbs. It is im- 
possible for a child to see an oncoOm- 
ing car, but the spirits of those dead 
children are surely pointing to the au- 
thorities and saying, “You are guilty 
in permitting these death traps.” 

On the street where I live there are 
solid lines, both sides of the street daily, 
until 4:30, and around that hour not 
uncommon ** see them standing three 
and four abreast. I live in terror daily 
of getting a phone call that one of my 
children has been run down. There are 
a great many children in this block. So 
far I only know of four being knocked 
down and not seriously hurt. 

We often see articles warning pare 
ents to keep children off the ateceta. 
Now, any one that knows children knows 
it is impossible to keep children off 
the street. The greatest danger is that 
they will dart out between parked cars 
to recover a ball or a toy, and as @ 
driver can not see the child until it 
has cleared the parked car, and the 
child can not see’ the oncoming auto 
until it has cleared the parked car, it 
is death for the child if they both get 
there at the same time. 

Why should this abuse be allowed? 
Why should not the taxpayer who was 
forced to pay for the covering of the 
street have the use of that street at 
least part of the day and not have the 
curb lined all day by parked cars, many 
of whose owners live outside the 
District? It is only fair to the chil- 
dren to give them a little show for 
their lives.

No. 17. Clearly a Dealer’s No Trump. 

No. 18. With but one stopper in the 
No Trump.

No. 19. Although the adverse suit 
contains but one stopper, partner has 
bid. Five Club tricks are assured .and 


partner must have at least the Ace of 


Spades—probably greater side strength. 
A situation in which No Trump should 
be bid even with only one stopper of 
the adverse suit. 

No. 20. Very close between one No 
Trump and a pass. The pass, fully in 
accordance with the rules of bidding, 
would be perfectly sound and could not 
be criticized. The hand, however, looks 
as if a No Trump might produce bet- 
ter results.

The old 
custom of “rushing the growler” while 
at work was the principal contributing 
cause of so-called sunstroke in the old 
days. Most of the cases of deaths due 
to heat reported during hot waves to- 
day are from other causes. 

There are always a large number of 
deaths due to causes that are difficult 
to determine. During a hot spell it is 
the fashion to call these “deaths due 
to heat,” although there is no evidence 
to that effect. A small number of 
these careless statements are found in 
official death certificates. However, 
after all that is said, it remains true 


that heat can and does cause prostra- 
tion and death. 


HEAT PROSTRATIONS. 
UNSTROKE has diminished greatly 


A recent careful experimental study 
by Drs. Hall and Wakefield shows the 
nature of the harm done by heat. The 
outstanding condition they found was 
an enormous increase in lactic acid in 
the blood and tissues with coma and 
other symptoms due to acidosis. This 
observation suggests what may be done 
for heat prostration. , 

We have been accustomed to apply- 
ing cold and, in some cases, heat and 
using some aromatic spirits of am- 
monia and not doing much else. We 
usually speak of heat exhaustion and 
sunstroke. In heat exhaustion the skin 
is cold and clammy and the thermom- 
eter shows the absence of fever. We 
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apply ice or ice water to the head and

Lausanne, Switzerland, Aug. 12 (A. |

conference on faith and order. | 

The Rev. M. G. G. Scherer, of New | 
York, general secretary of the United 
Lutheran Church in America, discussed 
the Lutheran attitude toward 
church. 

“The Lutheran attitude in regard to| 
policy,” he said, “may be described as | 
liberal, eclectic and neither Episcopal, 
Presbyterial, nor Congregatinoal, as of 
divine ordainment, Dut freely appropri- | 
ating elements from all sides and hav- 
ing something in common with each.”

Would Save Money. 


However, Whitehall had one extreme- 
ly powerful argument—that a heavy re- 


duction of the Indian garrison army 
| would involve a budgetary saving run- 
| ning into millions of pounds—a consid- 
| eration no Indian ruler can afford to 
| ignore. The plan which the imperial 
| authorities now are said to have under 
| way would reduce the Indian army to a 
| garrison totaling something more than 
| 50,000 native troops and place the re- 
mainder as a mobile reserve. 

It would, moreover, be strengthened 
by fresh drafts of white troops, not only 
from Great Britain, but from the colo- 
hies and dominions having no particu- 
lar interests in the Near East. These 
governments then would’ be invited to 
Share in the upkeep_and expense, in 
much the same manner as they con- 
tribute to the maintenance of the Sin- 
gapore base. 

This imperial defense expeditionary 
force then would be provided With the 
latest and best weapons of war and 
would constitute a formidable barrier 
to any attempt to invade India. It 
would, moreover, remove the complaint 
of the British military chiefs that un- 
der the present system the British 
home army is tied to the army in In- 
dia as a reservoir of men alone. 


Would Change System. 


The system is known as the “Card- 
well system,” and under it certain bat- 
talions of regiments serving in England 
are directly linked up with other bat- 
talions of the same regiments serving 
in India. Discarding it and adopting a 
new plan of concentrating the expedi- 
tionary force in India would complete 
the strategical redisposition of the 
British military forces begun after the 
war, when the main battle fleet was 
transferred from the North Sea. to the 
Mediterranean. 

European military experts now are 
interesting themselves in the situation 
which is developing. An obvious coun- 
ter to a Russian thrust at India would 
be a flanking move by the British 
through Iraq and perhaps Persia. This 
would both threaten the Russian com- 
munications and endanger their con- 
trol of the Caucasian oil fields. To 
meet it the Russians would equally 
seek—as they have done—Turkish 
friendship. 

But there are also British threads in 
the tangled skein of Near Eastern di- 
plomacy and what one diplomat has 
called a “struggle for the soul of Tur- 
key” is proceeding apace. 

Meanwhile, is there any possibility of 
an actual clash in the near future? 
Men following the situation have told 
me that next spring may witness the 
first moves. The question depends on 
the Russian internal situation to a cer- 
tain extent—whether or not the Soviet 
government is willing to risk a foreign 
war in order to allay discontent. 

On the other hand, if Russia becomes 
involved in hostilities with Poland or 
some other eastern. European country; 
it is not difficult to imagine that the 
Soviet would try to furnish the world 
with “proof” that this was inspired by 
Great Britain—which would leave the 
way open to hostilities. Another com- 
plicating factor is that from three dif- 
ferent sources I have been informed 
that France is au courant to these Near 
Eastern moves and is viewing ‘the’ Brit- 
ish preparations sympathetically 
Should this officially be confirmed, 
Moscow might well feel that the com- 
bination would be too formidable to 
take on at present. —

Uzcudun’s losing battle with Jack 
Delaney on a-foul in seven rounds will 
be aired before the New York State 
Athletic Commission next Thursday.

In overcoming the redoubtable La- 
coste, Lott rose to the topmost heights 
of a game that on occasions bore the 
mark. of genius. 
ing and tricky, his smashing vicious, 
his trap shots marvels of deceit. Even 
Lott’s choppy ground strokes, often- 
times unreliable, zipped over the net 
like pistol. bullets. 

Lacoste, on the other hand, was 
minus his usual steadiness and missed 
the chalk lines time after time, some 
by two or three feet. 


_ Both Tilden and Lott were play- 
ing the world-beating game of 
which they are capable when at 
their best. A constantly rising 
crescendo of perfect tennis wore 
down their French opponents.

EXCHANGE PRICES STRONG 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 
The average volume of reserve bank 
credit in use during June, $1,033,000,- 


000, was close to the highest level of 
the year, and there was a substantial 
temporary advance above this level 
early in July, reflecting the effect of 
the holiday demand for currency, 
which was met by the member banks 
through. increasing their borrowin 

at the Federal Reserve Banks, acco 
ing to.a review of the month issued 
by the Federal Reserve Board yester- 
day. 

This indebtedness was reduced as 
the currency returned from circulation, 
with the consequence that the volume 
of reserve bank credit in use decreased 
from week to week after July 6, and 
toward the end of the month was close 
to the lowest level of the year, and 
about $125,000,000 below the level of a 
year ago. 

The recent decrease, the Federal Re- 

serve Board points out, occurred in 
part in reserve bank holdings of ac- 
mn ge which usually decline dur- 
ing the summer, but was reflected 
primarily in a decrease in member 
bank borrowings. Both the tempo- 
rary increase in borrowings at the end 
of June and the subsequent decrease, 
occurred at member banks throughout 
the country, but when the Ce a 
sons are made on a monthly bas 
appears that the most considerable 
change during recent months has been 
a reduction in the indebtedness of 
New York City banks to the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, which was 
in June and July near the lowest 
level since 1924. 
{ Member banks in other leading 
cities, on the other hand, owed the 
reserve banks slightly more than at 
the same time in 1926 or 1925. Member 
banks outside of the leading cities, 
however, have increased their borrow- 
ings somewhat during*recent months, 
as is usual at this season, but 
throughout the last three months were 
borrowing less at the reserve banks 
than at the corresponding season in 
any other recent year.

The week closed yesterday on the 
Washington Stock Exchange with a 
slight falling off in the volume of trad- 
ing which in no way affected the price 
tone which remained strong, and in the 
case of some stocks moved upward.

LETTER TO CITY HEADS | 
REVEALS MANY FLAWS 


Proponents Have Not Had 
Enough Experience With 
Subject, He Says. 


¢. P. Clark, assistant general man- | 
ager of the American Automobile 
Agsociation, in a letter to Proctor L. 
Dougherty, president of the Board of 
District Commissioners, yesterday 
characterized as theoretical and im- 
practical a recent report of the Bureau 
of Efficiency proposing a new system 
of iésuing motor vehicle registration 
tags. 


The bureau's report was submitted to | 


the automobile organization for com- 
ment. Clark admits that his examina- 
tion of it was “casual and rather super- 
ficial.” He goes into some detail in 
picking flaws in the proposed new plan | 
and sums up his comment as follows: 

“Casual review of the plan discloses | 
the fact that the system has been de-| 
vedoped largely on theory and would 
be impossible of practical application. 
It is clearly evident that its propo- 
Rents have not had sufficient expe- 
rience with the practical problems inci- 


dent to registration of motor vehicles 
to develop a system that would elimi- | 
mate all existing difficulties or, from 
the standpoint of fraud, afford greater 
protection than at present exists. 


Sees Hardship in Plan. 


“This plan would work undue hard- 
ship on the owners of motor vehicles, 
both from a standpoint of renewal of 
present registration and the _ procure- 
ment of registration on new or used ve- 
hicles not previously registered in this 
jurisdiction and, in our opinion, would 
develop .a complicated legal and ad- 
ministrative situation. The writer be- 
lieves: 

“That the District should have a prac- 
tical certificate of title law and that 


2 uch a law can not be obtained except 


by Congressional legislation. 

_“That because of inadequate time for 
preparation, no major changes should 
be made in the registration system for 
the calendar year 1928. 

“That if the Commissioners contem- 
plate making other than minor changes 
they should give the American Auto- 
mobile Association and the Washing- 
ton Automotive Trade Association the 
opportunity of reviewing the proposed 
changes with a view of affording the 
Commissioners the opinion of the two 
organizations whose members would be 
most affected by such changes.”

TAX! DRIVERS LOSE JOBS 
SEEING 10 FORM UNION 


Black and White and Yellow 
Cab Manager Calls Men 
“Red Bolshevists.” 


BETTER PAY IS WANTED 


An attempt by the Black and White 
and Yellow Cab taxi drivers to form a 
union here has resulted in the whole- 
sale discharge of drivers active in the 
plan, it was learned yesterday. Wili- 
iam J. Brown, president of the Black 
and White system, explained yesterday 
that he had discharged eighteen drivers 
who were leaders in the union move- 
ment for “the good of the service.” 
His interpretation of the move was 
that it was Bolshevistic, and he de- 
clared that “we weed out” the “reds 
and Bolshevists who get into our or- 
ganization as soon as they appear.” 

The drivers, however, explained that 
they had endeavored to form a union 
in order to obtain, through the efforts 
of an organzied body, a more substan- 
tial compensation for their work. 

They are paid, they explained, 27 per 
cent of the taxi receipts they take in, 
and 5 per cent as bonus. After they 
have served a year, they are paid 30 
per cent, and the 65 per cent bonus. 
However, if they take off a Sunday or) 
a holiday, or more than two days dur“ 
ing any half month, by which they 
are paid, they lose the bonus. They 
also lose the bonus if they have an ac- 
cident, they say, although the acci- 
dent may be slight, and the damage 
only a fraction of the bonus value. 

The drivers wanted a guarantee of 
$1 a day, 35 per cent commission and 5 
per cent bonus, they explained, and 
about two months ago started to form 
a union. About 250 of the 800-odd 
drivers signed their names on a paper 
that was circulated. A minimum of 
300 was needed to form a union. 

“Somebody squealed,” however, the 
drivers explain, and as a result the 
leaders have been discharged and more 
are slated to be discharged, the drivers 
believe. In fact, all the drivers who 
“signed up” are “expecting theirs.” A 
similar attempt four years ago Was 
broken up by wholesale discharges, it 
is said.

TECH ORGAN IS ORDERED 


The District Commissioners yesterday 
awarded contracts for the installation 
of heating and ventilating systems in 
three public schools. The W. L. Gary 
Co. received an order to equip Hine 
Junior High School, Seventh street and 
Pennsylvania avenue southeast, with 
steam heating equipment for $24,600; 
the Casey Engineering Co. was author- 
ized to heat and ventilate the old Bruce 
School, Sherman avenue and Kenyon 
street northwest, for $14,288, and James 
P. McCurdy was given the work of put- 
ting a heating and ventilating plant in 
the Randall Junior High School, First 
and I streets southwest, for $9,860. 

A pipe organ, to cost $12.900, was 
ordered purchased from Lewis & Hitch- 
cock, to be installed in the new Mc- 
Kinley Technical High School, Second 
and T streets northeast. 

The bid of the Emery Candle Co. for 
approximately 1,000,000 pounds of gar- 
bage grease, to be reduced at the Dis- 
trict plant at Cherry Hill, Va., from 
July 15 to October 31, was accepted. 
The District will be paid at the rate 
of $5.3814 per hundred pounds, f. o. b. 
tank cars at Cherry Hill. 

Contracts for fire and police uniforms 
to be purchased during the current 
fiscal year also were awarded. Sigmund 
Eisner Co. obtained the contract for 
overcoats, blouses and breeches for both 
departments; orders for caps went to 
the Philadelphia Uniform Co.; rubber 
coats, leggings, helmets, cords, straps 
and stars will be purchased from N. 
Shellenburg & Co.; boots from L. A. & 
M. Herman, and cap, collar and sleeve 
insignia from Harry Kaufman, Inc. Re- 
surfacing of the following portions of 
streets was ordered: : 

Northwest section — Twenty-ninth 
street, between N and @Q streets; 
Thirty-first street, between N and P 
streets; : Bancroft and LeRoy streets, 
each between Connecticut avenue and 
Phelps place. Northeast section—Ninth 
and Tenth streets, each between Mary- 
land avenue and H street, and B street, 
between Eleventh and Fourteenth 
streets.

Because all bids received yesterday 
for construction of a bathing pool on 
the grounds of McKinley Manual 
Training School, Second and R streets 
noftheast, were too high, Lieut. Col. 
U. 8S. Grant 3d, Director of Public 
Buildings and Public Parks, announced 
yesterday afternoon that new bids will 
be called for on reduced plans, or bid- 
ders will: be asked to reduce their 
prices. 

The pool at McKinley for white 
bathers, and one for colored bathers 
to be at Twenty-fourth and N streets 
northwest, were provided for in an 
appropriation of $150,000 for both. 
The lowest bid received yesterday was 
that of the G. G. Loehler Co., for 
$104,544. It had been planned to 
allot about $75,000 for each of the 
pools. Obviously, according to public 
building officials, if the lowest bid of 
yesterday was accepted; comparatively 
little would be left for the pool for 
colored bathers. 

Col. Grant conferred with Engineer 
Commissioner W. A. Ladue after the 
bids were opened, and intimated that 
plans for the pool will be altered in 
order to obtain. lower bids. The 
changes are understood to call for 
elimination of some of the structural 
features carried in the original plans.

Miss Van Dessell Gives No 
Explanation in Note Left 
to J. E. Clarke. 


URGES EVERYBODY 
TO FORGIVE HER DEED 


Was Moody, Fellow Workers 
at Columbia Hospital Say; 


Here From Dakota.

Leaving a note in which she asked 
forgiveness for her act, Miss Elsa Van 
Dessell, 28 years old, a nurse, took al 
overdose of narcotics in her room at 
| the Columbia Hospital Nurses’ Home. 
|Her body was found across her bed 
about noon yesterday when hospital 
officials broke into the room. She had 
then been dead apparently several 
hours. 

In her writing desk was a note ada- 
dressed to John E. Clarke, a Depart- 
ment of Justice agent, living at 3llo 
Adams Mill road. The note expressed 
the nurse’s intention of ending her 
life, and made a general plea for for- 
giveness, with. the request that her 
body be buried in Washington. 

Mr. Clarke was called to the hospital 
when the note was found. He said ‘that 
he only knew Miss Van Dessell in a 
general way, and could shed no light on 
her desire to take her own life. 

Miss Van Dessell came to Washington 
about two years ago, and since that 
time has been employed at Columbia 
Hospital. Her fellow nurses at the hos- 
pital said that she was moody and 
that recently, while in a state of “the 
blues,” had told her friends that she 
had “nothing to live for.” 

Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt conducted 
an autopsy to determine the agent used 
by Miss Van-Dessell in taking her life. 
The contents of her stomach were sent 
to the District chemist to be analyzed 
Dr. W. P. Morrill, superintendent of 
the hospital, who examined the body as 
soon as it was located, said that he be- 
lieved that Miss Van Dessell took an 
overdose of narcotics, probably mor- 
phine. 

Miss Van Dessell came here from 
Devils Lake, N. Dak. It is said that 
her mother still lives there, and of- 
ficials of the hospital last night were 
trying to locate her. 


Extradition of Doctor 
Awaits Sanity Report 


Action on the requisition signed by 
Gov. A. Harry Moore of New Jersey for 
the surrender of Dr. Philip von Falke 
was postponed yesterday by Chief Jus- 
tice McCoy in the District Supreme 
Court until a report is made by alienists 
at Gallinger Hospital. 

Dr. von Falke was remanded to the 
hospital several days ago for mental 
{ observation after the police of the First 
Precinct found a crucifix pinned an 
inch deep in his flesh. He is wanted 
by the New Jersey authorities on a 
charge of false pretenses in connection 
with the alleged obtaining of $16,000 
from Rosa Muller on May 31 last. At- 
torney Frank E. Elder, counsel for Dr. 
von Falke, opposed the return of the 
alleged fugitive while there is any doubt 
as to his sanity. 


Opening of City’s Bids 
In Single Office Urged 


The Bureau of Efficiency -‘esterday 
recommended to the Board of District 
Commissioners that all sealed proposals 
for purchases by the District govern- 
ment hereafter be opened in one place, 
namely, the purchasing agent’s office.
